52 This Item represents a consolidation of items 6, 7, 8, and 9. The former RDA agreed to reimburse 
landowners for fees paid to support a special lighting and landscape maintenance district. However, 
landowners are only reimbursed when they have paid the fees with their property taxes, and then 
submit evidence of such payment to the Successor Agency. Because it is uncertain which landowners 
will submit for reimbursement in any given year (in fact, some landowners go several years without 
applying for reimbursement), the obligation has been consolidated into one line item. This line item 
excludes any reimbursement which might be owed to the City. 
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
